New York, April 26.—Stuart J. Mur- 


phy of John D. Rockefeller's private 
counsel issued a statement by Mr. 
Rockefeller's authority anent Rev. 
Washington Gladden's latest attack 
on the oil magnate. The' attorney de- 
nies the intimation that Mr. Rocke- 
feller committed perjury in his testi- 
mony before a New York legislative 
committee when the operations of the 
Southern Improvement company were

investigation, claiming Mr. 


Rockefeller was not connected with 
that corporation. He adds the report 
of that investigation was gajjbled, and 
concludes: "Dr. Gladden seeks to 
make out a case of perjury. Unfortu- 
nately his evidence is untrue. If Dr.

mendaciously garbled 


the testimony, there is nothing more 
to say. If he has done it ignorantly, 
he Is scarcely less culpable, since it 
was his duty to know the facts."

- trialisua. As an Institution, however. It 


!»to be judged in Its total effect upon 
•eeiety as a whole precisely as Us 
analogous and parallel development, 
the organization of capital, must be 
Judged, 
The production of goods Is 


significant only io the creation ot 
•wealth, aud wealth means not goods, 
but well being—the use of goods and 
services which yield the greatest re- 
turns in healthy aud moral living 


Narrowing our view to the specific 


aims of trade unionism, we see that 
they have a common end in the main- 
tenance of the highest possible stand- 
ard of life among wage earners. We' 
•we the expression to the Ricardian 
school of economists. It taught that 
among working people there is a vary- 
ing standard of life, very low among 
the unskilled laborers, but rising in the 
ranks-of skilled workers until it reach- 
es its highest level among craftsmen 
«f greatest skill. 


This changing standard was suppos- 


ed to indicate among tbe orders of 
working people a varying level of bare 
subsistence, and wages were supposed 
to obey a law Avhicti made possible to 
each order the maintaining of its nor- 
mal standard. A fall in wages at any 
level would result in a decrease of 
numbers which would stimulate de- 
mand aud bring wages up again. lu 
like manner a rise in wnj?es would 
have the effect of increasing numbers 
until increased supply hud 
forced 


wages back to the level of bare sub- 
sistence. 


Trade unionism practically accepted 


this teaching of Hie economists and be- 
gan to build upon it. If wages must in- 
evitably appiotimalc to Ilie level of 
subsistence, there yet was hope in tbe 
fact ttiat there were various levels In- 
dicated by various standards of life 


among wage earners. To raise the 
standard to the highest possible point 
and to maintain it became naturally 
the ruling motives of trade unionism, 
rt was here that educated public opin- 
ion v raised the theoretical objections 
embodied in the wage fund and popu- 
lation doctrines, but trade unionists 
ignored them and redoubled their ef- 
forts, with the satisfactory results of 
increased wages aud improved condi- 
tions, greater productive efficiency and 
a vast growth in capital seeking invest- 
ment. 


It is impossible to approve of all the 


methods employed by organized laboi- 
in gaining Its ends. Some of them are 
ope'n to unqualified condemnation, but 
before passing too swift a judgment It 
Is well to remember that not even the 
most sympathetic advocate of the ad- 
vantages to society of the organization 
of capital would venture to say that 
combinations of corporations have al- 
ways worked by methods which have 
been above reproach. The sins of the 
one do not excuse those of the other, 
but a knowledge of human nature and 
of actual conditions helps to a fairer 
understanding of the fa'cts of human 
organization. 
When the 
defenseless 


position of the individual wage earner 
in the new industrial world of free 
competition is thoroughly understood 
there begin to be clear the hard neces- 
sities out of which trade unionism 
arose, and together with a knowledge 
of these necessities there Is sure to 
come a more charitable understanding 
of curtain acts which appear to the strict 
individualist as evidences of a spirit 
of anarchy. 


So far, however, from being a spirit 


of anarchy, which under certain condi- 
tions incites trade unionists to Inex- 
cusable acts of violence, it is In reality 
a spirit quite the opposite. That Indus- 
trial anarchy really results from unreg- 
ulated Industry is a fact so completely 
demonstrated by tbe history of the de- 
velopment of capitalism that it is be- 
come a commonplace. If one wishes 
contemporaneous evidence of its truth 
any examination of the "sweated" in- 
dustries will provide it in ovenvheltn- 


K volume. 
The average trade unionist may have 


uo very clear ideas of the economic 
Manciples upon which bis organ izu- 
iou rests, but lie knows that his stand- 
ard of life has been secured at the 
•ost of almost Infinite labor aiid strug 
le and that, apart from his organized 
•(Tort to maintain it and tbe co-opera- 


tlou of labor laws and of educated 
public opinion, there is no reason wh 
hltt condition should not &iuk to tha 
of his predecessors in the days of 
anarchical industry or to that of his 
fellows who are condemned to work 
under the "sweating system." 
It i& 


not altogether strange that, with this 
conviction bred in him, as a result of 
generations of experience aud suffer 
iugs, be looks upon the worker who 
offers his labor at a lower rate and for 
longer hours than those which const! 
tute tbe accepted standard as being a 
traitor to his class. Nor is it strange. 
lu view of these facts, that his attitude 
is not always sympathetic toward the 
man who jjladly reaps the benefits of 
trade unionism, but refuses to support 
it. 
For merely condemning vio!enc<- 


aod interference with legal liberties 
and yet failing to punish tbe guilty 
among its members trade unionism is 
criminally at fault, but it must 'bf 
owned that all of the difficulties of the 
situation are not clearly understood 
by a critical world in which the or- 
ganization of labor has yet to makt 
much of its way.—Professor Walter A. 
Wyckoff In Scribner's Magazine.
